Tho African Steam Navigation Com- 
pany’s packet Athiope, Commander Croft 
arrived at midvight with Jater advices 
from the West const of Africa. } 

Tn consequencg of information rocoived 
jat Monrovin, Commandor Croft left in the 
| Bthiope on the 14th of April, and on the 
} 15th fell in with tho French ship Cali 2e- 
gina, 420 tons, in possossion of a large 
} number of negroos, who were not able to 
manage her. Aftor a parley, the 2nd offi 
eer with a part of the crew, went on board, 
when about 250 of the nogroes swam to 
| the shore, where nearly the whole wore 
inuedered by the captain of the French ship 
fand natives, It appears that the Cali Re-| 
gina, which is completely fitted for the | 
| slave-trado, had been eru sing for a month | 
} near Capo Palmas, and, under pretence of} 
| taking them to a better place, had secured | 
1509 negroes, who wore immediately placed 
| hotween decks, many of them in iron.— 
When the Captain’ (Simon) was ashoro, 
and part of tho crow ina boat alongside, 
the negroes procured firearms, and shot all 
butthe doctor and two of the seamen, 
whotn they retained to steer the ship. Capt. 
Simon came within gunshot several times 
afterwards, but wax not allowed to come 
on board.

Thare was about a bushol of lime in a barrel 
in the passage, and we put about two-thirds 
of it into the privy, 1 did not know for what 
surpose I was going, until we reached the 
Duilting.

say, his (Roblin’s) son was assessed for tho 
property; well, turn to the Roll, and you find 
lie is not assessed at all. Again, Hutton’s 
farm is assossed for at £10 per acre, while 
jnst across the rod, Jand in the Town 
js assossod at £125 per acre, and when 
this was pointed out, and they examined 
the Assessinent Roll of Bolleville, they ac- 
knowledyed that if there was an honest as- 
sussmont, it was in Belleville; still they stick 
together and would grant no redress, and 
the council would have seek it themselves, 

Mr. Brown said the Town could not con- 
tinue to pay the amount they liad been pay- 
ing, and improve the Town, as it takes most 
of the Taxos levied, Near £1,800 would 
liave to be paid this year, by Belleville.

Tho front door was locked, and 
no portion of the interior of the building was 
accessible in the rear, I have no reason to 
suspect that it was the act of an incendiary, 
but € have been informed that there were 
disreputable persons in the street that night. 
Thero was a grating in the sidewalk, through 
| which it is quite possible that a segar or match 
| might be thrown, he cellar was damp, al- 
though it had no standing water within it, 

The amount insured upon the premises al- 
together was £3200, divided among several 
ollices, ‘The lime was taken to the premises 
that night, for the purpose I have mentioned 
Tt was takon down in a barrel from the house 
where I reside. ‘There was not more than a 
bushel in the barrel. ‘There had been lime 
taken there before, for shitewashing; we en- 
tered the premises from Front street; there 
were three of us, the three that I have men- 
tioned, and we had a candle with us; White 
carried the candle, We did not go into the 
cellar where the paper was; there was noth- 
ing combustible in the cellar into which we 
were, of that Tam quite sure. ‘The fire could 
not have originated in that part of the pre- 
mises. There has not been any fire in the 
cellar we wero in, for any purpose whatever, 
I do not know of any cause from which the 
fire could have originated, unless it was ooca- 
sioned by the casualty of a lighted cigar or 
amatch from the outside. The three of us 
went ont of the cellar together. I locked the 
door myself and took the key away, and put 
it in its usual place in the lious where Live. 
The key was in nobody's possession but my 
own, 

Question by Counsel.—1 understand you 
to say that you had been sitting in your own 
place at about one o'clock, when the alarm 
was given, and that you had not the key with 
you when you went to tho fire. Was there 
anything said about breaking in the door, and 
did you forbid it until you should go and get 
the key? 

Answer.—I might have done so; I think 
it very probablo that I did; but I do not re- 
collect that I did, 

Q.—Who was it importuned you for per- 
mission to break the door ? 


A.—TI do not recollect, 


Q—Was the Engine there at tho time you 
went back for the key? 


A.—I think the Engine was not there when 
I first went down, but that it came within 5 
or 6 minutes afterwards. I went immediate- 
ly for the key, and sent it on by the men, so 
that there might bo no delay in opening the 
door, if it should be found necessary, 


Tn roply to Mr. Ponton, the witness stated :

THE HON, JOUN A, MACDONALD, 
PREMIER OF CANADA, 


Tho Illustrated London Nows of July 3rd 
contains a portrait of the Hon, John A. 
Macdonald, which is accompanied by a 
brief memoir, embracing the most promi- 
nont incidents of his successful professional 
and Parliamentary career, 

“Jolin Alexander Macdonald, the pre- 
sont Attorney-Gereral for Western Canada, 
and leader of the Administration, was born 
at Glasgow in 1815, He is tho eldest son 
of the late Hugh Macdonald (a member of 
a respectable family in Sutherlandshire, 
and for many years a manufacturer in Glas 
gow), who, with his family, emigrated to 
Canada in 1820. The subject of our mem- 
oir received his effly education at the 
Royal Grammar School in Kingston, under 
the care of Dr. Wilson, Bellow of Oxford, 
and Mr. Baxter, his successor, and having 
chosen the bar for his profession, was ad- 
mitted at Osgoode Tall in 1836, Early 
distinguished for grent quickness and talent 
and happy address, he became a goneral 
favorito with the profession and thoso fro- 
quenting the courts, In 1838 he success- 
fully defended a large nuiuber of prisoners 
implicated in the rebellion of 1837-8 ; xnd 
again, in 1839, his professional services 
were engaged for the defence of the so-call- 
ed General Von Shultz, a prominent leader 
of a numerous band of American sympa- 
thisers, who with ton of his mixguided fol- 
lowers, paid the forfeit of their lives for 
their insane attempt to revolutionize Cana- 
da, Tn 1844 Mr, Macdonald entered poli- 
tical life ns member for Kingston, under 
the anspicies and leadership of Mr, Draper, 
C. B,, the present Chief Justice of the 
Court of Common Pleas, Canada West, 
and two years afierwards accepted the office 
of Receiver-General. Io was thon trans 
ferred to the Crown Lands Department, 
whore. his valuable services were suddenly 
brought to a close by the chango of Gov- 
ernment in 1848, when the Baldwin-La- 
fontaine Administration came in, From 
that timo till the Autumn of 1864 ho sat 
on the opposition benches, taking a promi- 
nent pats in the debates, and exhibiting his 
varied powers of argument and sarcasm, 
exer liappy in presenting the subject under 
discussion in some new and unexpected 
light, taking {t out of the beaten track, and 
enriching it with some classical and histor- 
ical illusions. In 1855, on the change of 
Administration, Mr. Macdonald accepted 
the office of Attorney-General, under Sir 
Allan MNab, Bart., and continued to hold 
that post when Sir Allan resignod, and was 
succeeded by the Hon. T, E. Taché, until 
1858, when i was called upon, on the re 
tirement ofthe latter, to form the Adninis- 
tration of which he is the leader. During 
the whole of this period—not tho least 
eventful in the history of the Province - 
tho chief conduct of the business of the 
House devolyed upon him, and he was in 
fact, the animating spirit and chief moving 
power of those Administrations, The vexed 
question of stato endowment, of seignorial 
tenure, and of the reconstruction of the Le- 
gislative Council upon the elective princi- 
ples, were amongst the prominent subjects 
which marked the legislation of the day,— 
Ilis power asa debater is ofa very high 
order, and nowhere has he been more suc- 
cessful or more in his element, than in the 
Parijamentary arena, where his. varied 
knowledge, combined with profound ac 

uaintance with constitutional law, and 
singular perspicuity and ingenuity, have

On Wednesday the question of the Seat | 
of Government was again brought up, and | 
resuited in a vote condemning tho Queen's | 
| decision, The different motions were as fol- | 
lows: Mr, Dunkin, for Montreal. In amend- | 
mont Mr. Brown, moved that no monoy 
shall at present be expended for public build- 
ings at Ottawa, 

Mr. Piche moved in amendinent to the 
amendment, that the Seat of Government | 
shall not be fixed at Ottawa. Vote on Mr, | 
Piche's motion, 64 to 50, 

Upon this Mr, Brown said that the vote 
which had just been given, amounted to a 
condemnation of the administration, aud to 
test It, moved the adjournment, 

Hon. Jolin A. Macdonald said he accepted 
the challenge, and those who voted for the | 
adjournment, would vote a want of confi- 
dence in the Government, The vote was 
taken, and stood, yeas 50, nays 61; 80 the | 
motion was lost. 

Notwithstanding this vote of confidence, 
the Ministry resigned on Thursday morning, | 
which resignation was accopted. This is tho | 
ouly information that we have up to the 
time of going to press, 

This vote we look upon asa direct censure | 
upon the Queen, and those who may assume | 
the reigns of government, will, if they carry | 
out the opinion of the majority, have to set at 
defianca, the decision of the Queen upon this 
matter, after having asked her government 
to settle the qnestion, It is one of the| 
most contemptible votes of the session, and 
deverves the reprobation of every honest | 
and loyal man, 
We wait with some anxiety the result of | 
this movement,

Wo 
would as soon see the Bench degraded, by 
bringing the Judges down to the levelof paltry 
politicians, as to have our Registrars elected. 
Appointments may be made by political 
Governments of which the opposition do not 
and never will approve, ut it seldom oc- 
ours, that our offices aro not well and offici- 
ently filled, under the present system, wh 
we fear would not bo tho case nnder an olec- 
tive system.
